SCRIP  TALK  ..as  time  and  space  permits _ The  current  issue  of  "Culture  and 

History"  (Vol.  2  -  No.  1)  published  by  the  State  of  West  Virginia  includes 
an  article  on  a  donation  of  a  large  scrip  collection  to  the  State  Museum.. 

"The  Shonk  Land  Company,  Limited  Partnership  of  Charleston,  develope  from  a 
coal  business  started  in  1869.  Recent  owners  amassed  a  large  scrip  collection 
of  more  than  three  thousand  pieces  representing  seven  hundred  West  Virginia 
business  locations.  During  a  special  presentation  td  Governor  Arch  A.  Moore, 
Jr.,  on  May  17,  1985,  the  collection  was  donated  by  the  company  to  the 
State  Museum,  the  Department  of  Culture  and  History.  This  extensive  donation 
adds  a  complementary  dimension  to  the  department's  coin  and  currency  collection 
and  enhances  the  State  Museum's  collection  of  previously  donated  scrip.  The 
article  also  notes  that  those  dinterested  in  having  coal  industry  related 
artifacts  considered  for  donation  should  call:  (304)  348-0230.

Too,  Scriptor  A1  Zaika  notes  that 
the  1921  Dun  Directory  lists  only  one  business  in  Macneer  -  No.  Five  Block  Coal  Co. 

He  notes  that  E.  M.  Curry  must  have  been  in  business  there  at  a  later  date.  Since  it 
was  a  very  small  town,  the  token  must  have  had  some  relationship  to  coal .. .Additional 

research  welcomed _ SCRIPTOR  BOO  KIRK  notes  that  he  has  a  token  from  a  TONY  CRIST 

at  the  same  location - SCRIPTOR  JOE  COPELAND  has  forwarded  an  interesting  article 

from  the  CHATTANOOGA  TIMES  of  March  18,  1984  on  Labor  Leader  Florence  Reece  who  then 
was  age  83.  She  composed  the  song  "Which  Side  Are  You  On"  which  was  the  anthem  of 
mining  and  of  the  American  labor  movement.  One  verse  was  "They  say  in  Harlan  County, 
There  are  no  neutrals  there;  YouMl  either  be  a  union  man.  Or  a  thug  for  J.  H.  Blair. 
Which  side  are  you  on?  Which  side  are  you  on?  Mrs.  Reece  grew  up  in  a  coal  camp  at 

Fork  Ridge,  Tn . SCRIPTOR  LOWELL  BROCK  of  Harrogate,  TN  inquires  about  getting 

in  tough  with  those  who  publish  "The  Lamp  Post"  which  includes  information  on  mine 

lamps.  Can  anyone  help?? - .SCRIPTOR  NAKR  BALLARD  has  forwarded  a  copy  of  article 

from  the  Carbondale,  Illinois  paper  of  Sept.  18,  1985.  This  article  features  a  large 
photo  of  Ballard  and  his  collection  of  UMWA  delegate  badges  and  gives  details  on  the 
annual  KING  COAL  FESTIVAL  .  It  notes  that  sticker  swaps  are  apart  of  the  big  show 

and  that  Ballard  was  instrumental  in  organizaing  the  event . scripor  Charles 

Hass  and  others  noted  that  the  article  on  The  Company  Store  in  a  past  issue  was  one 
of  the  best  ever  printed  in  SCRIP  TALK....  SCRIPTOR  m.  DAVID  MULLINS  notes  that 
we  should  include  a  FREE  AD  on  the  scrip  catalogs  in  each  listing.  Are  you  listening, 
Scriptor  Ratliff?. .. .SCRIPTOR  L.  R.  LITTLETON,  m  of  Jefferson,  NC  forwarded  an  int¬ 
eresting  letter  on  his  experiences  in  how  merchants  redeemed  the  scrip  that  they  had 
exchanged  for  cash  from  miners  in  the  St.  Charles,  Virginia  area  in  the  1940‘s.  He 
notes  that  the  scro%  was  junk  back  then  and  had  no  collector  interest  or  use  outside 
of  the  coal  fields.  He  was  the  company  doctor  for  Kemmerer  Gem  and  Blue  Diamond  - 
Monarch  Mines.  He  noted  that  -the  miner  got  80£  on  the  dollar  and  others  could  buy 
sc, rip  for  90<£  on  the  dollar  and  go  to  the  company  store  to  buy  merchandise,  he  notes 
that  if  he  wanted  $100  in  Kemmerer  Gem  scrip  he  could  go  to  many  stores  in  the  area 
and  buy  it  at  the  10%  discount  price. .. .SCRIPTOR  PAGE  MANN  notes  that  he  attended  the 
ANA  show  in  Baltimore  recently.  He  also  attended  the  Virginia  Numismatic  meeting  in 

Natural  Bridge,  Virginia  and  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors -  SCRIPTOR  O.D. 

HARTMAN  of  Roanoke,  Va.  notes  that  he  joined  NSCA  for  information  on  mine  lamps 
and  he  has  several  collector  friends  that  he  wants  to  get  signed  up  in  NSCA.  As 
noted  in  another  section  of  this  issue,  we  hope  to  have  more  articles  shortly  from 
Paul  Kounts.  Too,  John  Podgurski  and  Mark  Ballard  are  working  on  some  articles  on 

mine  lamps . SCRIPTOR  STUART  E.  BRO’JN,  JR.  forwards  material  on  an  exchange  of 

letters  with  Professor  Richard  Timber! ake,  Jr.  relating  to  research  papers  that  he 

is  doing  concerning  how  scrip  was  used  as  money .

Two  day*  after  Christmas,  we  returned  the  $2,600.00  which  thirteen  aea- 
bera  had  loaned  to  enable  u*  to  print  the  2nd  Edition  of  the  bdkia* 
Catalog.  With  this  payment,  all  of  the  preparation  coata,  all  of  the 
printing  coata,  the  loana  from  member*,  and  56X  of  the  TAMS  loan  have 
been  paid,  and  we  atill  haw*  a  balance  of  $2,101.90.  We  atiil  owe  42X 
of  the  TAMS  original  loan  to  a  member  who  made  a  peraonal  loan  to  the 
Committee  of  $2,100.00  *o  that  the  TAMS  $5,000.00  loan  could  be  repaid 
in  a  timely  manner.  In  addition,  the  Chairman  atill  ha  a  outatanding  ex 
penaea  of  $729.32  for  three  trip*  to  Framingham,  MA  and  other  inciden¬ 
tal*.  Our  total  debt  la  $2,829.32.  We,  therefore  are  atarting  1986 
with  a  negative  balance  of  $727.42.  We  need  to  aell  32  Bound  copies 
to  get  out  of  debt,  after  paying  the  postage  charges.
